But animal agriculture

must also do its part. About a third of the antibiotics

manufactured in the U.S. each year are added to animal

feed to fatten animals cheaply - even though there are other

ways to produce safe meat at reasonable prices.

The World Health Organization recommends a ban on the use
of medically important antibiotics to promote animal growth.
The United States should also do the same. Withdrawal

of the drugs for growth promotion would still allow their
use in sick animals.
